In the interest of allowing timely 
consideration of possible legal issues 
raised by the special prosecutor and 
others, movement of the tapes and 
documents is being deferred,” terHorst 
said 
TerHorst also said that Buchen,“ tells 
me that this development in no way 
constitutes a denial that the materials 


Fitzsimmons, 
Ford meet 
on economy 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President 
Ford 
conferred 
with 
Teamster 
President Frank E. Fitzsimmons today 
—his second meeting this week with a 
top figure in organized labor —and was 
urged to impose a wage-price freeze ‘‘to 
shock the American people back into 
reality.” 
Ford’s aides have made clear in 
economic hearings in Congress this 
week that he has no intention of 
returning to mandatory controls of the 
kind that government officials now say 
were a mistake. But Fitzsimmons told 
reporters after a 45-mmute meeting 
with Ford in the Oval Office: 
‘‘There should be a complete freeze on 
all prices and wages.” 
He added, 
“ Something has to be done to shock the 
American people back into reality.” 
The

of 
the 
2.2 
million 
Teamsters said in a meeting on the 
White House lawn with newsmen that 
Ford only listened and did not react to 
his suggestion. But he quoted Ford as 
saying he had in mind “ a program that 
he is going to come out with” — one 
worked out by Ford and his economic 
advisers. 


Ford —exactly one week into his 
presidency — kept the nation as well as 
close associates in suspense over who he 
would choose as vice president The 
announcement probablly will not come 
until the middle of next week, a 
spokesman said. It had been expected 
this weekend.

White House officials had indicated 
Ford was upset when he learned that 
Nixon s lawyers, without Jaworski’s ap­ 
proval, had decided the remaining tapes 
and documents belonged to the former 
President. 
TerHorst said he would “ flatly deny” 
the reported reaction 
The officials said Ford fretted that his 
adm inistration 
‘‘was 
becoming 
tarnished” by the tapes issue and so, 
“ he put his foot down and said ‘Pm not 
going to have it.” ’ 
Thus, in quick succession Thursday: 
—Press Secretary J 
F. terHorst 
announced that Nixon's White House 
counsel, J. Fred Buzhardt, who had 
participated in the informal ruling that

will sell for any wnere from $600 to $2,000 
—the most expensive seeds being the 
hybrids which take up to five years to 
mature 
Keuffer claims some of his 
hybrids will demand as much as $10,000 
an acre 
He says the price of hybrids is high 
because they must be looked after on a 
day to-day basis Most techniques of the 
hybrid process date back to the 1930s 
and relate to Henry Wallace and his 
work with hybrid corn 
Learned sees a healthy outlook for the 
seed industry He feels there are two 
mam reasons. 
First, according to Learned, is the 
“ back to the earth” movement He says 
that people are more concerned with 
beauty and naturalness these days and 
flowers, 
he 
adds, 
combine 
both 
qualities. 
Second, he said, is the high cost of 
living He believes because of higher 
prices people will buy seeds and grow 
their own flowers rather than go to a 
flower shop 


Both companies send their seeds 
throughout the world but have never 
received 
orders 
from 
any of 
the 
communist 
bloc 
nations. 
Most 
of 
Burpee’s shipping is done from plants in 
Iowa and Pennsylvania 


The total time for growing and 
harvesting takes about nine months 
with the other three months used to 
prepare the soil for the next planting 


The only real weather concern in 
flower growing is extreme heat during 
harvesting - the heat could shatter the 
sweet pea pods which produce the seeds. 


Another problem, unlike the weather, 
is of a recent nature the energy crisis. 
Because of rising petroleum prices, 
fertilizer and fuel bills have gone up 
tremendously 


But almost every business in the 
nation is suffering the same problems, 
so the flower seed people are not alone 
in their dilemma 


Lompoc is one of the world’s biggest 
suppliers of flower seeds Parts of South 
Africa also contribute to the world’s 
supply — mostly those that cannot grow 
in Lompoc because it isn’t hot enough 
here. 


If the seed business continues as it has 
up to now, Lompoc won’t have any 
trouble living up to the phrase “ The 
Valley of the Flowers.”

confirm the Turkish military victory. 


An angry Greek Premier Constantine 
Karamanlis ruled out the danger of a 
war with Turkey and said he would not 
send troops to Cyprus But a government 
spokesman in Athens said he rejected an 
invitation today by Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger to fly to Washington 
for talks with President Ford 


The end of the main Turkish drive 
came today when armored columns with 
air and naval support smashed through 
Greek Cypriot lines on Morphou Bay at 
the western end of the Turkish "Attila 
Line’’ dividing the island 
They had 
captured the eastern port of Famagusta 
earlier today and were roaming at will 
through other parts of the island. 


The “Attila Line?” goes through the 
heart of Nicosia along the

forces there called the Green Line to 
divide the two communities.

Ford vetoes 
bills as 
inflationary 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford has taken the economic initiative 
by vetoing two bills as inflationary and 
threatening to veto a third, while 
Congress moves quickly to give him the 
inflation monitoring task force he wants. 
Both the House and Senate Banking 
Committees quickly approved Ford’s 
request for the new "jawboning'' agency 
Thursday, 
and 
both 
houses 
are 
tentatively scheduled to consider the bill 
Monday 
The President vetoed a bill Thursday 
to spend $47 million on animal research 
programs, saying it was inflationary. 
His first veto, for the same reason, was 
against pay increases for U.S. marshals. 
Ford has also threatened to veto a $20 
billion mass transportation bill unless it 
is cut almost in half. Liberals have 
offered a $15 billion compromise, but 
Ford has not indicated whether he will 
accept it 
Also coming up for his approval or 
veto are the major appropriations bills, 
on which Congress is still working 
Many 
members of Congress are 
skeptical about Ford’s proposed task 
force, but say it should be approved 
bec ause Ford wants it and that even if it 
does no good, it would not do any harm 
either 
The vote in the 
House Banking 
Committee was 27 to 7, but no one spoke 
in favor of it during a 50-minute 
meeting 
The House is expected to rubber- 
stamp Ford’s request to set up a 
monitoring agency of top presidential 
advisers 
and 
Cabinet 
members to 
coordinate the administration’s anti- 
inflation fight. 
Passage by the Senate may not be so 
easy as by the House 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-III., and other 
liberals want to strengthen the bill in 
varying ways. 
The Stevenson amendments 
were 
defeated in committee, but he indicated 
he would try on the Senate floor to give 
the task force subpoena power and 
authority 
to delay 
price or wage 
increases 45 days, with an additional 45- 
day delay if necessary while it gathers 
evidence and holds hearings on the 
increase.

“ There will be action of some sort if

Council has many 
options open for 
councilman selection

The machinery of Lompoc 
city government was turning 
slowly today, but turning 
Ahead lay the endeavor of 
restoring the City Council to 
full strength after the death 
yesterday of Councilman Sol 
Lefkowitz, and of deciding who 
the new council member will 
be. 
The decision could come in 
anywhere from two weeks to 
three months 
It may be a 
private, political appointment 
made by the council alone, it 
could be a public choice in an 
election, or it could be a 
combination of these 
Mayor E.C. Stevens, who is 
expected to return from a 
vacation 
in 
South 
Carolina 
August 
25, 
instructed 
City 
Attorney Alan Davidson by 
telephone 
this 
morning 
to 
prepare 
information 
on 
all 
otions open to the council for a 
full discussion at a special 
meeting Friday, Sept 6. 
State law gives the council 30 
days to appoint a successor. If 
the selection isn’t made within 
this time, the state codes 
require a special municipal 
e le ctio n 
to 
be 
ca lle d 
immediately and held after at 
least 30 days. If called, the 
election would probably be held 
closer to 60 days after its 
announcement, 
Davidson 
gauged, to allow for candidate 
filing and appearances. 
If a straight appointment is 
made, it will be for the three 
and 
one 
half 
years 
of 
Lefkowitz’ unexpired 
term. 
Lefkowitz was reelected 
in 
March of this year and would 
have served until the 
1978 
council election. 
The panel could appoint a 
replacement 
councilman 
to 
serve only until the Spring, 1976 
election 
if 
it 
adopts 
an 
ordinance allowing it to do so. 
Such an urgency ordinance 
could become law the day it is 
introduced, Davidson said. If 
this is done, the candidate 
winning the seat in 1976 would 
only serve two years — until 
the term’s normal expiration in 


1978 
The council does not have the 
option of calling an election 
immediately, Davidson said, 
and may make the appointment 
in private 
The attorney opined that the 
selection of the new member is 
exempt from the state’s Ralph 
M Brown Act, which requires 
most government meetings to 
be public. This means, he said, 
that the council may make its 
decision in a private session 
and need only announce the 
name of its selection — none of 
the unsuccessful nominees, the 
council deliberation or the final 
vote need be revealed. 
The council, Davidson said, 
could 
hold 
its 
appointing 
session in public but probably 
will not 
Who will be chosen? 
It’s up to the council. They 
can choose anyone they all 
agree on. 
The 
city 
has 
a 
vague 
tradition of appointing election 
runners-up to vacated council 
posts, 
but 
no 
ordinance 
requiring it. Davidson said that 
such a 
tradition 
has 
been 
established in other cities as a 
means of insuring that the 
appointee has at least 
some 
demonstrated public backing 
Since 1958, the only Lompoc 
councilman to die in office was 
Mayor Frank Twyford, who 
passed away 
in November, 
1963. Mayors in Lompoc are 
selected from and by the City 
Council Appointed to the panel 
was William McDougall, who 
had 
been 
an 
unsuccessful 
candidate 
in 
the 
previous 
(1962) election, but not the next 
highest vote getter. 
C ity 
Councilman 
Em il 
Scoiari said yesterday that he 
hadn’t given any thought to a 
successor to Lefkowitz and 
added: “ As I recall, in past 
years whenever a Councilman 
resigned, it was usually the 
runner-up that was nominated. 
I don’t know if that will happen 
here or not.” 
If this practice is followed — 
though no law requires it — 
Fred Bock, of 209 South Second 


St., would apparently be in a 
good position 
A mechanical 
engineer with Johns Manville 
Corp , Bock polled 1,706 votes, 
the fourth highest total, in the 
March 5, 1974 election in which

Polling sixth and seventh 
highest totals in the March 
election were Steven Cox, 22, 
an employe of a Santa Ynez 
nursery, and Joseph Herron, 
retired Vandenberg chief of 
security, who has been active 
in civic affairs Both would also 
presumably be in the running 
Also candidates last March, 
but without strong vote totals,

The council may appoint a 
new member from this list of 
candidates without regard to 
vote totals, if it decides to.

If an appointment is made, 
the identity of Lompoc's first 
non-elected council member in

Seeley, R-Blythe, the bill’s As­ 
sembly sponsor, said the mea­ 
sure would “ correct a bad 
situation” currently in which

defendant.” 
But Assemblyman Alan Sier- 


oty, chairman of the Criminal 
Justice Committee, contended 
the bill “ goes too far” and "de­ 
nies a person accused of rape of 
a fair trial.” 
Robbins predicted the Senate 
would vote final legislative ap­ 
proval of the bill next Tuesday. 
He also said aides to Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan have said the gov­ 
ernor "w ill sign it fast.” 
Noting that only 8,000 of the 
estimated 800,000 rapes in Cali­ 
fornia each year are reported. 
Robbins said his bill would en­ 
courage rape victims to inform 
authorities 
about 
rapes 
because they will face far less 
harassment by police, district 
attorneys and judges. 
The bill would permit ques­ 
tions by defense attorneys on 
the rape victim ’s past sex life 
only in unusual cases and after 
a lengthy legal process out of 
the jury’s presence. 
Assemblyman John T. Knox, 
D-Richmond, argued the mea­ 
sure would deny a defendant 
the right to introduce evidence 
which

Anti-smog device 
bill weakened 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
Senate committee voted Thurs­ 
day to weaken a program 
calling for installation of $35 
anti-smog devices on some 4 
million 1966-70 cars. 
One bill calling for elimina­ 
tion of the required installation 
of the co-cailed “ nox” devices 
in all but three of the state’s 
most 
populated 
areas 
was 
approved by a 8-3 margin in the 
Senate Finance Committee. 


The bill (SB2471) by Sen. 
John 
Holmdahl, 
D-Oakland, 
was given slim chances for 
passage. Thousands of motor­ 
ists face a deadline next month 
to begin attaching the devices 
to their cars. 


The order of installation is 
determined by the last number 
of license plates.

measure 


(SB2469) 
by Sen. 
Clark L. 
Bradley, D-San Jose, would 
authorize the State Capital Air 
Resources Board to delay the 
program 
during 
energy 
shortages. 
Bradley said cars equipped 
with nox devices burned 10 per 
cent more gasoline. The extra 
fuel consumption would “ re­ 
duce 
the 
impact 
of 
the 
devices,” he said. 
Bradley’s bill was sent to the 
floor on a 7-4 margin. 
Under the 
Holmdahl 
bill, 
motorists in the South Coast, 
San Diego and Bay Area air 
basins 
would 
be forced to 
install the devices. 
Should the measure pass the 
Senate, the Assembly will pose 
stiff opposition The Assembly 
Transportation Committee has 
killed similar proposals twice 
this session. 


Economists see farm 
income loss by drought 


United Press International 
The 
drought 
which 
has 
withered crops in the nation’s 
midlands could also eat away 
at farm incomes and add to 
worldwide inflation, according 
to economists. 
An economist for the Federal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco 
warned Thursday that farm 
income may take a nosedive 
after a good start in the early 
months. 
“ In the early spring exces­ 
sive rainfall and plant disease 
caused delayed plantings, then 
a severe drought took its toll 
throughout the Midwest com­ 
pounding damage from earlier 
flooding,” 
economist 
Dean 
Chen said in a newsletter. 
Chen said farm income might 
drop to $30 billion in 1974 
compared to last year’s record 
$32 billion. 


But farm families will not be 
the only ones hard hit by the 
drought, which has destroyed 
much of the corn in the nation’s 
five-state com belt. 


The drought will add to world 
inflationary problems in 1975, 
according to Dr. Louis Thomp­ 
son, a highly-regarded agricul­ 
tural economist and associate 
dean of agriculture at Iowa 
State University. 
He said the drought also had 
severe implications for the 
livestock industry 
Ranchers 
had been selling off parts of 
their herds resulting in in­ 
creased supplies of meat here 
and in Europe 


“ The result, however, will be 
much higher prices for red 
meat in a few months after this 
liquidation has run its course,” 
he said.

Year-round daylight saving 
time killed by Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI I - The 
Senate has voted to end year- 
round daylight saving time and 
to authorize a 120 billion, 10- 
year, research and develop­ 
ment program for energy self- 
sufficiency 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
The repeal of winter daylight 
saving time passed on a voice 
vote as an amendment to a 
larger energy bill passed 78 to 0 
Thursday. The change back to 
standard time was sponsored 
by Sen Robert Dole, R-Kan. It 
would 
exempt 
November, 
December, January and Febru­ 
ary from summer time. 
The research and develop­ 
ment program for non-nuclear 
energy alternatives was also 
added as an amendment to the 
Energy 
Reorganization 
Act

sponsorship 
of 
Sen. 
Henry M Jackson, D-Wash. 
Final action on the entire bill 
is pending. 
Jackson’s plan was unani­ 
mously approved by the Senate 
as a separate bill in December, 
but got bogged down in the

The amendment would au­ 
thorize $1.3 billion for fiscal 
1976 but would commit Con­ 
gress to funding a minimum of

Coatesville Veterans Adminis­ 
tration Hospital study 


The study team said it has 
found 
that 
Vitamin 
C, 
combined with Thiamine, or 
Bl, and cysteine, a common 
element found 
in most high 
protein foods, 
may combat 
heart disease and other ill 
effects 
of 
smoking 
and 
drinking. 


“ Our findings point the way 
to a possible buildup of natural 
protection against chronic body 
insult 
from 
acetaldehyde, 
which arises from chronic high 
intake of ethyl alcohol together 
with heavy smoking," said Dr. 
Herbert 
Sprince, 
chief 
re­ 
searcher of the study team and 
associate professsor of psy­ 
chiatry and pharmacology at 
Jefferson Medical College in 
Philadelphia. 


Sprince said that during the 
experiments, laboratory rats 
were given a combination of 
the two vitamins and cysteine 
and then an otherwise lethal 
dose of acetaldehyde, which 
has been implicated in heart 
disease 
and 
other 
medical 
problems in humans. 
The 
combination 
has 
"offered rats 100 per cent 
protection against lethal doses 
of acetaldehyde," Sprince said, 
noting that "more animal work 
is 
necessary 
before 
undertaking consideration of a 
clinical assessment of this 
interesting finding."

THE DOCTRINE OF ELECTION 


Does the Word of God teach the doctrine of election? Yes, it 
does. “ Knowing, brethren beloved, your election of God.” I 
Thess 1 4 “ But we are bound to give thanks always to God for 
you, brethren beloved of the Lord, because God hath from the 
beginning chosen you to salvation...” 2 Thess 2 13 “ According 
as He hath chosen us in Him before the foundation of the 
world...” Eph 14 “ And when the Gentiles heard this, they 
were glad, and glorified the Word of the Lord and as many as 
were ordained to eternal life believed ” Acts 13 4« 


Now no one who is a regenerate person would find fault with 
or object to the above quotations from the Word of God 


Moreover, this “ electing” or “ choosing by God is sovereign 
and unconditional There is nothing in the sinner that moves God 
to love or choose him to salvation The natural depravity and 
sinful inability of sinners necessitate an election or choosing by 
God Without God s sovereign election of some to eternal life, 
none would ever be saved 


The Old Testament gives the basis for Divine choice as Divine 
love, not mere foresight “ And because He loved thy fathers, 
therefore He chose their seed after them ” Deut 4 37 “ For 
thou art an holy people unto the Lord thy God the Lord thy God 
hath chosen thee to be a special people unto Himself, above all 
people that are upon the face of the earth The Lord did not set 
His love upon you, nor choose you, because ye were more in 
numbers than any people, for ye were the fewest of all people 
But because the Lord loved you, and because He would keep the 
oath which He had sworn unto your fathers, hath the Lord 
brought you out with a mighty hand, and redeemed you out of 
the house of bondmen 
Deut 7 6-8 


Note these verses in the Old Testament where the words 
“ knoweth,“ “ knew,” and 
known 
are used 
“ The Lord 
knoweth the way of the righteous 
Psa 1 6 “ Before I formed 
thee in the belly I “ knew thee 
Jer 15 “ You only have 1 
known of all the families of the earth “ Amos3 2 


These words must be interpreted in their theological and not 
in their grammatical meamg In the grammatical sense of the 
word God knows all men even to the “ thoughts and intents of the 
heart 
These words as used here include the thought of love and 
choice 


In the New Testament we read 
“ Many will say to me in that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name'' And in the 
name have cast out devils'' And in thy name done many 
wonderful works’ And then will I profess unto them, I never 
“ knew“ you depart from me, ye that work iniquity ” Matt 
7 22-23 


The word “ knew used here by the Lord means “ I never knew 
you in the sense of having loved, chosen, and redeemed you 
It 
cannot mean a bare knowledge for — In the day when God shall 
judge the secrets of men by Christ Jesus according to my 
gospel .” Rom 2:16 If Christ will judge even the secrets of men 
He certainly “ knows“ all men 


God can only "foreknow or have “ foreknowledge” of who or 
what He has rendered certain, hence, “ Him being delivered by 
the determinate council and foreknowledge’ of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands have crucified and slain 
Acts 2 23 


“ Foreknowledge implies fixity, and fixity implies decree “ 
(A H. Strong, Systematic Theology, p 356) 


"... foreknowledge in God (as distinct from mere previous 
knowledge in men, or Omniscience) is that which He Himself 
purposes to bring to pass 
By so much, Divine fore knowledge 
is closely related to foreordination “ (Lewis Sperry Shafer, 
Systematic Theology, Vol 7, p 158) 


“ The reason why this word is used to denote the Divine 
determination, is because the foreknowledge of God necessarily 
implies His purpose or decree with respect to the thing 
foreknown For God foreknows what will be by determining 
what shall be 
It is not because God foresees a thing that it is 
decreed, but He foresees it because it is ordained by Him to 
happen in the order of His providence 
Therefore, His 
foreknowledge and decrees cannot be separated, for the one 
implies the other 
all this foreknowlege of future events, then 
is founded on the decree of God." (Haldane, Romans,p 3%). 


The carnal mind of man hates free grace and would have God 
looking out of eternity into time and foreseeing those who would 
believe when the gospel was preached to them, and upon the 
basis of foreseen faith choose them to salvation This is an 
invention completely outside of Scripture 


So then, we see from the Old Testament, the nature and 
character of God, and the language of the New Testament, that 
election is according to the sovereign good pleasure of God It 
must be so, for men are “ haters of God” Rom 1 30, “ There is 
none that seeketh after God,” Rom 3.11, “ And ye will not come 
to me that ye might have life,” John 5 40; “ no man can come to 
me, except the Father which hath sent me draw him 
” Jno 
6 44, 
But there are some of you that believe not and He said. 
Therefore I said unto you, that no man can come unto me except 
it were given him of my Father “ Jno 6 64-65 


Notice the reason the Lord gives for many of His professed 
dicipies not savingly believing on Him it had not been given to 
them to do so by the Father, as stated in Jno 6 65 No person 
can savingly approach the Lord Jesus Christ except he be chosen 
and called effectually to do so “ Blessed is the man whom Thou 
choosest. and causest to approach unto Thee 
’ Psa 65,4 


The condition in which sinners enter this world is a condition 
which p-events their seeking and approaching God 
This 
condition is sinful 
and criminal, and is a penal infliction 
imposed upon our first parents in Eden This penalty was 
imposed because of rebellion and disobedience to the command 
of God 
But the tree of the knowledge of good and evil thou 
shall not eat of it for in the day that thou eatest thereof thou 
shalt surely die "Gen 2 17 


In Gen 3:6-7 they disobeyed God, bringing down upon them 
and all their posterity the eternal death penalty "All sinned 
that is, the entire race in their seminal head and representative, 
and as a result of that one time action, “ all are continually 
coming short of the glory of God ” Horn 3 23 “ So then as 
through one transgression there resulted condemnation to all 
men “ Horn 5 18 (NAS) 


“ But," one will say. “ God has commanded all men 
everywhere to repent and to believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
Acts 17 30 How can God command men to repent and believe on 
Christ if they have not the ability to do so unless elected to this 
purpose'' First, the command does not imply the ability to obey 
the command Second, God is addressing guilty sinners upon the 
same basis of responsibility as He addressed our first parents in 
their state of ability and innocen« y Third, the sinner s inability 
to comply with God s command is as before stated a penal and 
criminal inability for which he is fully responsible 


Again, someone may say, “ God is not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to repentance 
2 Pet 3 9 
Thank God this is true' But to whom are the Perrine epistles 
addressed’ They are addressed to the “ Elect

World Football League 
beginning to give at the seams 
First there was the The Big 
Lie by the Philadelphia Bell

public 
confession that all isn’t gold 
that glitters nor are all those 
sitting in the seats necessarily 
paying customers 
Now come the owners of the 
Florida 
Blazers 
confirming 
they are thinking of moving 
their ball club from Orlando to 
Atlanta 
This would be the 
fourth city the club has moved 
to in seven months, and right on 
the heels of this report there’s 
another one that the New York 
Stars are up for sale and will be 
sold sometime in the next few 
weeks 
Birmingham is one WFL 
franchise doing well Memphis, 
Southern California and Jack­ 
sonville also are keeping their 
heads 
above 
water. 
But 
Hawaii, 
Houston, 
Portland, 
Philadelphia and Orlando are 
experiencing 
considerable 
difficulty 
The Detroit Wheels are in 
trouble also. So far, they've 
been nothing more than a brand 
new set of flat tires. 
The Wheels are 0-6, never 
having won a single game in 
their history yet, and there is 
talk of them winding up in 
Charlotte, N.C. before the year 
is out. Anytime a W FL club is 
in trouble, it starts looking 
toward Charlotte. Who knows, 
maybe that’s because a branch 
of the U.S. mint operated there 
for nearly a quarter century. 
Anyway, the Detroit Wheels 
are using Ypsilanti, Mich., as 
their headquarters now, and 
one of the things that hurts 
them is they can’t play in 
Detroit Stadium because the 
N FL’s Lions got there first. 
What hurts more is that they 
aren’t even filling the 22,000- 
seat 
field 
they 
have 
in 
Ypsilanti. 
The club isn’t taking much in 
at the gate and is losing every 
time out on the field. There is 
no better way to go broke, and 
if you ask Sonny Grandelius, 
the general manager of the 
Wheels, if he’s concerned, his 
answer is what you’d expect it 
to be—yes. 
‘‘We’ve 
compounded 
our 


problems," he says, "because 
this is a club which began with 
33 owners who put up a certain 
amount of money and then 
were going to have a public sale 
of stock. The public sale of 
stock never materialized, so 
consequently our losses will be 
that much greater to each 
individual owner. It’s a simple 
case of mathematics—anytime 
you re spending more than 
you re making, the money has 
to come from some place " 
Yes, but where? 
The situation could get worse 
for the Wheels. 
They are one of the few WFL 
clubs which hasn't signed any 
NFL players for next year 
‘‘One reason we have not 
signed any of those players is 
because we do not have the 
financial resources to do it," 
says Grandelius. ‘‘I’ve always 
operated with integrity. I ’m not 
going 
to 
promise 
someone 
something 
that 
I 
can’t 
deliver.” 
You get an idea of what the 
economic situation is with the 
Wheels by a story Grandelius 
tells about one of his earlier 
meetings 
with 
the 
team's 
owners, 
“ We were talking about pre­ 
game camp, and I said we 
should have it at someplace 
like 
Eastern 
Michigan 
University where they have the 
necessary dormitory facilities, 
locker rooms and so forth," 
says Grandelius. 
“ One of our owners piped up 
and said, ‘well, why don’t you 
put the players out on Belle 
Isle?’ That is a city-owned 
area, and I said there weren’t 
any accommodations available 
there. He said, ‘well, why don't 
you put ‘em up in tents? It 
would be just like camping out 
and the players would have a 
great time.’ 
“ So I said, well, how are you 
going to feed ‘em, how are they 
going to wash, how are they 
going to shave, and he says, 
‘oh, I didn’t think of that!’” 
“ We 
would’ve 
been 
the 
laughing stock of the league if 
we had made our players pitch 
tents and camp out," Grandeli­ 
us concludes. 
True enough, but right then 
and there the W FL could have 
reached instant parity with the 
NFL. 
It would’ve 
had a strike 
on its hands, too.

Although 
the 
Regents

University of 
California have complained bitterly 
from time to time of the failures of 
Governor Ronald Reagan and Finance 
Director Verne Orr to recognize the 
financial needs of the university, they 
have consistently acted in a manner not 
likely to win public sympathy for their 
complaints. 
As a for instance, at their last meeting 
the Regents voted a 7.5 per cent salary 
increase for President Charles J Hitch 
although 
the 
salary 
increase 
for 
university 
employes 
voted 
by 
the 


legislature, 
with 
the 
governor’s 
approval, was only 5.4 per cent. 


It is one thing to give an assistant 
professor earning $12.000 a year a 5.4 per 
cent raise to adjust for cost of living. 
That is only about five bucks a week 
after deductions. But for Hitch, whose 
$55,000 annual salary was already $6,000 


more than that paid the governor, it 
means close to a $100 a week which is 
more than many, paying the taxes to 
provide the salary, earn.

salary raises to a privileged few, in 
excess of those given to all other 
employes, but divert endowment funds 
to bestow huge fringe benefits upon that 
chosen few after the legislature had 
denied them. 
For it was at that same meeting that 
the Regents voted to use endowment 
funds 
to 
furnish 
Hitch 
and 
the 
chancellors free housing, servants and 
entertainment funds which had been 
slashed 
from 
the 
budget 
by 
the 
legislature. 
The question raised by this action is 
what are the students to be deprived of 
by this diversion of endowment money? 
And, if it was not being used, why 
couldn’t it have been earmarked for 
some of the things which the Regents 
and Hitch are representing to the 
governor and the legislature can’t be 
done for the students because of a lack 
of funds? 
The only conclusion to be drawn is 
that as far as Hitch and the Regents are 
concerned the top officials are not to be 
deprived anything even though it means 
the educational needs of the students 
must be sacrificed.

caught up yet, of course, since the 
divorce law which 59 per cent of them 
supported in referendum is still one of 
the toughest in Europe But by voting 
overwhelmingly 
to 
reject 
church 
orthodoxy in favor of civil divorce they 
have come to terms with a problem 
which others solved long ago 
But is the Italian divorce dispute 
really as unique as all that» What 
Italians and especially Italian women 
were voting for was not so much the 
state over the church or one batch of 
politicians over 
another 
as 
the 
individual’s freedom of choice Similar 
conflicts between private rights and 
public responsibilities are troubling 
many of the complacent countries of the 
north 
at 
this 
very 
moment 
The 
difference between their debates and 
Italy's is that the ground has shifted 
from divorce to a whole range of other 
questions, not least contraception and 
abortion 
The closest parallel to Italy is Ireland, 
where the church is very nearly as 
strong, where divorce is forbidden by 
the constitution and abortion banned by 
law, and where the Dail is just working 
up its courage to consider legalizing 
contraception for married people (the 
pill has been legally available without 
prescription in Italy for three years) 
The 
argument 
about 
legalizing 
contraception in Ireland is running along 
much the same lines as the divorce 
debate 
in 
Italy, 
with 
churchmen 
insisting that it would be damaging to 
morality and supporters of the bill 
invoking the rights of private conscience 
and the realities of family life These

In France, where contraception was 
legalized only seven years ago, the 
dispute of the day is about abortion

December to expand the grounds for 
abortion beyond saving the mother’s

As with contraception in 
Ireland, a liberalization of the abortion 
law m France would in one way be an

only if he has the ability to pick 
outstanding men -

advisers, cabinet secretaries and the 
associated top echelons of government 
Despite some bril­ 
liant exceptions, an in­ 
ability to pick men 
was 
Mr. 
Nixon's 
major failure 
We know from the 
record 
that 
Gerald 
Ford 
handles 
men 
well. But never in his 
long and active politi­ 
cal career 
has Ford been in a position where he had 
to choose and then manage those men 
most suitable for operating a major 
agency, a state or a city He has never 
been a governor, mayor or chairman of 
a county board of supervisors. 


We know that Ford attracts friends 
easily and builds loyalties. We know that

Republicans like Sen 
Robert 
Griffin of Michigan and former Sen 
Charles Goodcil of New York managed 
Ford’s 
successful 
campaign 
for 
minority leadership of the House in 1965 
We know Ford and former Defense 
Secretary Melvin Laird have worked

outstanding former undersecretary of 
the Army, Ken BeLieu worked as a 
volunteer in Ford’s vice-presidential 
setup for a spell It is also clear that 
Ford is close to the exceedingly able 
Bryce Harlow, who won acclaim under 
Presidents Eisenhower and Nixon for 
his relationships with Congress.
